“Queen” of Kent, whore Gipsy Lee, 
the wisest, most revered, and best- 
loved fortune-teller of English 
Romany people for years received 
the homage of her people, was in 
mourning Inst month.

Dr. Home Dudden, Muster of 
Pembroke, said. that the present 
library buildings would reach 
saturation point in 1934, The 
generous nature of the contributions . 
had exceeded all expectations, The 
City Corporation, the City com- 
panies, and financial houses and 
individual benefactors had realised . 
that. the Bodleian was not merely 
a famous academic library, but an 
institution of national and inter- 
national importance. . ne 

£132,000 Still Required - 

“To fulfil the conditions laid down 
by the Rockefeller Foundation,” Dr. 
Dudden continued, “£182,314 has 
still to bo raised by tho University. 
It is hoped to. collect this sum by a 
general appeal to the public when 
the situation becomes favourable. 

“Meanwhile, however, since it is 
obviously of extreme importance 
that the Rockefeller benefaction 
should become available as soon as 
possible, the University ts asked to 
guarantee for the maintenance ex- 
penses of the new library until such 
}time 8. funds can be raised for 
their endowment, such .on-annual 
payment as would be accepted by 
the Foundation as cquivalent to the 
eens capital sum of £132,- 
“An annual payment of £7,000 
will be accepted as more than 
equivalent to this capital. . sum. 
Hence, if the University will, con- 
sent— and both the Council and the 
Chest advise that it may -do so 
without extravagant risk—to pledge 
itself to this annual: payment, ‘the 
Foundation’s conditions will have 
been fulfilled, and the Foundation 
in ‘consequence will start making 
{ta contributions by instalments as 
and when expenditure is incurred.”

Questions regarding slum. clea 
ance in London wore asked at a 
apecial mceting of the L.C.C. called 
by the chairman, Mr, E. M. Dence, 
on o xequisition by twenty mem- 
bers of the Opposition. 

Mr. H.-R. Seltey, Chairman of 
the Housing Committee, in answer
